We shall soon reluse to stand, like 
geese in the rain, with our heads up to swallow any theological 
dope he may rhoos- t i speel oui ;.i t feacaoM he puts the label

when he tells us in one breath of the lore of (iod and his willing- 
ness to forgive and in the next that he is an angry God and had 
to be paid by his son (in some mysterious way so much better 
than lie) to do the very thing any father would be glad to do.

The soul 
of a Hindoo or Chinese woman is as 
truly precious In the sight of God as 
that of any other woman, for he does 
not look on Cio outward appearance; 
whether the person be black or white, 
or whether she he dressed In a calico 
sari or a sealskin cloak, whether she 
eats rice with her fingers off a ba- 
nana leaf or dainty delicacies from 
cut glass w are. 

Another reason why the women of 
the Orient must be reached Is be- 
SM 'hey support 
religious systems of tho 
which they live. 

It must be readily seen that tho 
hundreds of millions of women In 
Asia must perlrh without the gospel 
If the women of Christian lands do 
not rerpond to the call of Christ and 
carry his message Into their homes 
Tho resiionse which these women 
give to the missionary lady who aska 
for odmlsalou to Iheir homes Is a 
guarantee for untold usefulness (or 
auy Christian woman who can find It 
In her heart to take them loo words 
of life. In the non-Christian 
womeu are often ao anxious to 
the nn 1 . iy concerning the 
way- that tbey will listen with In- 
tense .ngerness for a longer period 
than th i missionary Is uble to speak.

Let us 
take for granted that a pike extends 
from Idamay to Hoonevllle, a dis- 
tance of about six miles (this Is the 
worst road In Kentucky). We can 
safely «ny that there are on an aver- 
age twenty tons per day hauled over 
this road 312 days each year. It 
will cost |2..,OS4,80 to transport this 
freight from Idamay to 
at the nverage cost on dirt 
given above. What would this 
amount of hauling cost over a pike?

Taking the road from Iduiuay to 
Hoeiiievllle us an example, let us 

find what It will cost to pike It 
and how long It will take to pay 
for it. 

Crushed rock car. be obtained for 
f!l per cu. rd. (consisting of 2-'.'. e u. 
ft.) This, spread over the surface of 
a fourteen foot road, will cover 8 
yards, Dividing 1,700 yards by 8 yds. 
we find it will take about 1119 cu. 
rds. of stone to the mile. This at 
f'J per cu rd. will amount to *i,!>78. 
The next largest Item of cost will 
bo the hauling of this stone to Its 
proper place. Uogiunlng at Idamay a 
team will bo able to average three 
louds per day until the road is 
finished. A team would be able to 
haul enough Btone at one load to 
cover ono yard of the road. At II 
per \d. it will cost $1,760 per mile. 
Another cost would be the grading. 
This may bo approximated at $300 
per mile. Other expenditures, In- 
cluding the cost of rolling with a 
■steam roller, would be about $500 
per mile.

REASONABLE WORK IN GARDEN 

As Rule for Most Things It Is Safe to 
Wait Until Around Corn Plant- 
ing Time for Start. 

We are alwaya eager to get the gar 
den started In the spring, but as a 
rule for tbo most things II la safe to 
wait until around coro planting time 
or a little before. No uae to put seed 
to cold damp rround only to rot. 
Better start the puxnta In the hot 
bed and taper off In the cold frame, 
and then when set out In the open 
they will hump themselves. 

Ife a mighty mean man who will 
permit bis wife to apade up the gar- 
den and do ail the work on It the 
whole seaaon through. 

Never drill strong fertiliser. Ilka 
sheep or poultry manure, In the rowa 
next to the seed. Metier plan Is to 
work It Into the ground before plant- 
ing or In the rows just after the plants 
appear and cloae enough so It will 
touch 

Kvrrybody growa rhubarb, but few 
farmers know that they can grow as- 
paragus juNt aa easily. It la one of the 
most delicious vegetables grown and 
requires no apeclal care. Start with 
one or two year old

symmetrical, about thirteen inches In 
length, practically free from side roots 
and weighing from one to two pounds 
An eastern dealer sold, with reference 
to the slxe of beeta: "We would not 
refuse a three-pound beet, but two 
pounds Is the best paying slxe for the 
farmer to raise; this weight ran be 
obtained by proper cultivation." 

In all cases be sure to use seed 
enough. This varies greatly by differ- 
ent authorities, aome giving fifteen 
pounds per acre as the right quantity, 
others twelve pounds, and still others 
claim that eight pounds per acre of 
good aeed la snfflclent. 

It Is alwaya desirable In a field of 
sugar beets to have a uniform stand; 
If every row upon a field of 500 acres 
haa a solid stand of plants, the farm- 
er csd thin to definite and uniform 
spaces. With pedigree seed-l. e. 

by reputable persons of 
vitality tested In 
advance, the ground ami weather in 
prime condition, the question of seed- 
ing can be conducted on a closer baals 
than where aome of these factors are 
not well settled With a few years of 
experience In growing beets farmers 
cannot only closely regulate the 
amount of seed per acre, but every 
detail In connection with the growing 
from the first furrow till the crop Is 
delivered at the factory. 

Start the cultivator as soon as the 



rows show serosa the field— sooner 
than this should the weed* show In 
advance of the beet*. The beat time 
to kill weeds Is before tliey have fairly 
started; the work cao be done tit thla 
of growth for the least expense, 
sepe the soil loose and line 
to hsKlen the growth cf the crop early 
lo the season. 

During the growing season beets 
should be cultivated once In seven to 
ten days, leaving the «oll practically 
level with the last cultivation. When 
the leaves cover the ground cultiva- 
tion should stop When the beeta 
show the fourth leaf they ahould be 
thinned to one plant In a place and 
about eight Inches apart In the row ; 
gait i ting so far n* possible, the best 
pl.tnts. The rows should be flh close 
together as will permit of horse culti- 
vation; some of the experts say that 
the rows should be eighteen Inches 
ap..n. 

Some farmers may doubt the neces- 
sity rr thinning to one plant in a 
place I km t make any mistake at the 
outset; the sugar beet Is a trifle par- 
ticular on some points, and the manu- 
facturers are sometimes more exac ting 
l!ian the beet Might 
one of the mall 
hrstl ■ mufuctiirers ard farmers-

It Is important not only that a sugar 
heet should be of a proper slxe and 
ihape. but also that It be grown In 
such a manner as to secure the pro- 
tection of the soil for all Its parts ex- 
cept the r.cck and foliage The prop- 
er position for a beet to occupy in the 
soil at the end»of growth is one which 
necessitates careful managcnietit. 
This position can only be secured for 
the beet by growing It In a soli - m in 
ilen'ly pervious to permit of the pene- 
tration of the tap root to a great 
depth. It Is for this reason that sub- 
soiling In Ihe preparation of a field 
for the growth of sugar beets Is of 
such great importance. If the beet. 
In Its growth, should meet a prac- 
tically Impervious soli at the depth 
of eight or ten inches, the tap root 
will be deflected from Its natural 
courne. lateral roots will develop, the 




"Vllmorln Improved." This beet Is 
the result of thirty-five years of me- 
thodical and persevering selection. 

beet will become disfigured and dis- 
torted in shape, and the upper portion 
of It will be pu.-hed out of the ground. 
Experience has showu that the content 
of sugar in these portioDs of a beet 
which are pushed above the soil is 
very greatly diminished.

It 
there was a good stand of grass, 
meeds would not grow. The trouble 
It. the pasture Is packed hard Water 
runs off when It rams Instead of soak- 
ing in. In other words, the pasture 
la sod-bound. 

Here 1* the way to handle such a 
pasture: As soon as the Irost goes 
out of the ground this spring, and 
before we get busy with the regulnr 
farm work, we ahould use a disk 
drill and thoroughly cut up tbe pas- 
ture, at tbe aame time drilling in 
from eight to 10 pounda to the acre 
of red clover aeed on the high lands 
and alslke clover seed on tbe low 
lands. 

Here Is tbe result; Tbe drill loos- 
ens the sod-bound condition of tbe 
old pasture and lets the air down to 
the roots, stimulating a more vlgor- 
oua growth and spreading the plants 
so that where one plant grew la*t 
year, two will grow this year and 
both of them will grow better. In 
addition, the clover seeds will fall on 
those bare spots where weeds grew

Alfalfa crowns that have been cut 
off and ploughed under and that have 
taken root again are much harder to 
kill out, as many have found by re- 
peatedly grubbing out the same stool 
that has taken root tbe second time, 
writes Pbllo K. Hi inn, alfalfa special 
1st of tbe Colorado Experiment Sta- 
to put out 
of root that la 
left In the ground If tbe soil Is In 
favorable condition. 

Thoae who desire to establish al- 
falfa in their poultry yards can suc- 
ceed In this way by ploughing or 
spading under alfalfa crowns that 
have been freshly ploughed out from 
some field near by. Early In tbe 
spring Is tbe best time, while the 
Ciowua are still dormant. 

Tbe crowns should be covered irom 
four to six Inches deep and tge soli 
wet down and kept moist and the 
chlrketNi K. pt off unt the) ecnwns 
buve become established which will 
be much sooner than alfalfa from 
seed snd will stand much harder 
pasture.
